Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Butt Slammers 11 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

The video slick contains a barrage of images of women in sexualised poses or engaging in sexual 
activity, and text referring in colloquial terms to sexual activity. The photographs on the front 
sleeve of women pointing their naked buttocks towards the camera are considered to degrade and 
demean the women to a significant degree, especially when placed in conjunction with the phrase 
“Asshole to Asshole...Something for Everybody”. The women are presented solely in terms of 
their sexual attributes, and the viewer is encouraged to consider them as readily available 
commodities. The photographs on the back reinforce this effect, because of the extent to which 
they present women engaging in sexual activity, with no mitigating images or text. The focus on 
genitals in some of these depictions further encourages the viewer to see the women solely in 
terms of their sexual characteristics. 

In view of the slick’s degrading and demeaning presentation of the women subjects, it is 
considered that if so submitted to the Classification Office, it would be likely to be classified as an 
objectionable publication. Therefore, the video slick is not approved.
